The machine 
may be described as a rifle with a 
captive bullet, the course of which 
from rifte to target is visible. The ob- 
jective target is located sixty feet 
from the marksman. The gun holder 
is so constructed that it is impossible 
to secure a point of rest with which 
to steady the gun in aiming. 

The rifle is held, aimed and dis- 
charged in the ordinary way. No am- 
munition ts used, and all danger 
from accident is eliminated. A needle 
pierces a small sub-target in the exact 
spot aimed at on the object target.

NEW YORK, April 17.—Cornell 
alumni has organized a body to be 
known as the Corneliian Council, 
whose purpose shall be to promote 
systematic donations to the university 
on the part of the alumni. 

The movement was started last fall, 
but the organization was not per- 
fected until yesterday, when a meet- 
ing was held of the Cornell alumni in 
this city. 

In a nutshell, the plan ts to induce 
every alumnus or former student to 
give a stated sum to his alma mater 
each year.

SUGGESTS BREAD LAW. | 
CITY SEALER'S IDEA. 

A bread law for Los Angeles is sug- 
gested by S. W. Green, City Sealer 
of Weights and Measures, In a com- 
munication sent to Mayor Alexander 
yesterday. This law, he recommends, 
should provide that bread should be 
sold in two-pound loaves, or any mul- 
tiple or aliquot part thereof, and let 
competition and public discrimination 
fix the prices. 

Mayor Alexander said, after reading 
the communication, that he believed 
the recommendations were valuable, 
and that be would send a message to 
the Council at its next meeting urc- 
ing that body to take action. The 
Mayor will probably that 
the new law require all loaves to de 
stamped with their exact weight so 
that the public willl know what it is 
buying.

Gillett by influential persons in 
the northern part of the State to pre- 
vent him from signin ng the appropria- 
tion bill. Jealousy of Southern Call- 
fornia, not to say hatred, was largely 
responsible for their action, and by 
every possible device they endeavored 
to show the Chief Executive that he 
would err in signing the measure. 

But the Governor was courageous 
throughout the entire controversy. 
When it appeared at first that there 
would be insufficient funds to justify 
the appropriation of so large an 
amount for the project, he plainly told 
the Los Angeles contingent that he 
feared he could not approve the bill. 

Later, however, when it appeared 
to him that the money would be avail- 
able and that the exposition buliding 
and other contemplated improvements 
would be of benefit to the State at 
large, he left out all sectional con- 
siderations and boldly told the ob- 
jectors from the North that he would 
sign the bill, ‘spite all their groans and 
threats.

Seed Beds Laid Out at Hermosa 

Beach, Manhattan Belvidere, 

Long Beach and Newport. 
REDONDO BEACH, April 17.—E. 8. 
Matteson of Los Angeles, an experi- 
enced tobacco grower, and B. H. Hiss 
of Hermosa Beach, have laid out ten 
and one-half acres at Hermosa Beach, 
Manhattan and Belvidere and will ex- 
periment in the culture of tobacco. 
Five acres at Hermosa Beach and five 
at Belvidere will be irrigated, while 
on the haif-acre at Manhattan the 
owners will rely upon the moisture of 
the earth. 

The seed beds have been started. 
Alr-tight sheds will be erected for the 
curing of the plant. The growers ex- 
pect to transplant the seedlings about 
the middle of May, and a crop is (x- 
pected about the latter part of Au- 
gust. 

Mr. Matteson has engaged in the 
culture of tobacco in the South and 
East for the past twenty years and 
is confident that the soll and el 
matic conditions of Southern Califor- 
nia are particularly well adapted to 
the raising of high-grade tobacco. 

He has started about seventy-five 
acres in tobacco throughout Southern 
California. In addition to the Her- 
mosa-and Belvidere farms he has 
planted the seed at Long Beach, Old 
Orange, Newport and Anaheim.

Provides for Quick Action—Central 


Highway Bonds Approved by State 
Federation, 


Senators H. M. Hurd and N. W. 
Thompson were guests of Los Angeles 
Realty Board Thursday at a meeting 
and luncheon held at the Westmin- 
ster Hotel, and addressed the board 
on legisiation accomplished at the re- 
cent session. 

All the legislative bills introduced 
at the request of the Realty Board and. 
of the State Realty Federation were 
passed. One of them confers upon 
judges the power of authorizing pay- 
ment of commissions on sales of prop- 
erty belonging to the estate of a de- 
ceased person, provided, that a con- 
tract is made between the executor or 
administrator of the estate and any 
bona-fide real estate agent. Others 
which were drawn by City Attorney 
Leslie Hewitt relate to street im- 
provement proceedings and the as- 
sessment of damages in connection 
therewith. The chief benefits at- 
tained by the enactment of the latter 
are as follows: : 

Firet—An opportunity is given to 
owners of property in an assessment 
district, who are not parties to the ac- 
tion for condemnation, to intervene 
and contest the report of the referees. 
Under the present law owners whose 
interests may be greatly affected 
have no voice in the proceedings. 

Second—The value of property as- 
sessed or damaged in such p 
ings is to be fixed as of the date of 
the order appointing referees or set- 
ting the case for trial, instead of at 
the commencement of the proceedings, 
as at present. Some times a year or 
more elapses before referees are ap- 
pointed, and the consequence has been 
that values have been unsettled, .and 
sales and private improvements de- 
layed. 

Third—-The time during which it is 
perenissible for the City Council to 
abandon proceedings in a given case 
is materially extended. 

Fourth—The compensation of the 
referees is to be fixed by the court, 
and their necessary expenses allowed, 
whereas, under the existing law, an 
arbitrary fee was provided which was 
often insufficient to obtain competent 
service, and which in practice, has re- 
sulted in the evasion of the law. 

Fifth—Provision is made for ‘the 
compensation of property owners on 
the district assessment plan in case 
of damage resulting from the im- 
provements of streets, alleys, etc. It 
will apply, particularly, to streets in 
which extensive cuts or fills are nec-

Senator Thompson said .that much 
had been done at the last Legislature 
toward abolishing sectional il feeling, 


and he commended the efforts of the 


State Realty Federation, of which Los 
Angeles Realty Board is a leading 
member, along the same lines. 

Senator, Hurd predicted that within 
a few years all territory between this 
city and the ocean would be joined to 
Los Angeles as a result of the con- 
solidation bill. In connection with his 
visit, as a member of the committee 
to Inspect San Pedro and Wilmington 
— he mentioned the Islais Creek 
( Francisco) proposition, and 
heartily advocated the proposed bond 
issue by the State for the opening of 
Islals Creek, which, he said, he be- 
lieved would ultimately cost the State 
nothing, as the improvements would 
repay the bonds. 

He also commended the bill which 
makes possible the opening of Fifth 
street, in this city, througlf the Nor- 
mal School property. 
President Farish in referring to the 
expected arrival in this city of the 
State Board of Equalization, stated 
that he understood it to be the policy 
of this commission to obtain the as- 
eistanee of the local realty boards in 
the principal cities in making assess- 
ments, and he urged members of the 
board to respond readily if appointed 
upon committees for this purpose. 

‘A’ joint meeting of the Governing 
Committee of the Realty Board and of 
the State Board of Equalization will 
be held to discuss assessments and 
valuations, and it is expected that 


this conferénce will play an important 


part as to future taxation.

APPLE LANDS SOLD. 


Hundred Acres of New Subdivision at 
Beaumont Are Sold in Two Weeks. 
Planting Active. 
Excellent demand for Beaumont 
ple lands and city lots is reported, the 


sales for the week totaling $6300, di- 
vided among eight individual  pur- 
chasers. Apple Valley acreage was 
souant by the majority of the buyers, 
and at this, the second week the tract 
has been on the market, the sales 
have reached over one hundred acres, 
valued at 117,500. 
For watering Apple Valley and other 
new tracts, Los Angeles contractors 
are now estimating on supplying over 
30,000 feet of steel pipe, from three to 
twelve inches in diameter.

built in a great semicircle enclosing 
from one to over 600 acres of shallow 
water. The walle are sometimes 
eight or ten feet high, and often wider 
at the base. They are bullt of loose 
reck, and mut have involved an in- 
estimabie amount of labor, considering 
the fact that oftimes the materia! was 
brought from a long distance, and that 
the matives had no beasts of burden 
and knew nothing of machinery. 

Within these great ponds various va- 
rieties of fish were bred with constd- 
erable skill, and many of the ponds, 
now managed usually by Chinese un- 
Ger lease, still supply a considerable 
portion of the sea food to be found in 


. the various markets. 
Toe remains of irrigation ditches on 
a very considerable scale are stil] to 


be seen in many parts of the islands,

Summing up the principal criticisms

RULE OVER CARMEN. 
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ITY OF MEXICO, Arn 10.— The 
salt concession held since 1903 by 
J. C. Bothin of San Francisco, 
Cal., the Salt King of Mexico, has been 
transferred to H. M. Crankshaw. Mr. 
Crankshaw is an American who has 
lived for some time in the Mexican 
port of Gueymas, Sonora. His salt 
beds are located on Carmen Island., 
in the Gulf of California, twenty miles 
southwest of Guaymas and nine miles 
from the mainland of the long insect- 
like peninsula of Lower California, 
Mr. Crgnkshaw purchased Carmen Isl- 
and from James Viesca, of La Paz, 
Lower California, and Mr. Viesca for 
some time past bas been associated 
with Mr. Bothin in the enterprise. The 
island embraces about eight square 
smiles, mostly a solid deposit of salt. 
The deposits are to be worked with 
Yaqui labor, and the new owners plan 
to ship some 60,000 tons of the product 
annually, thus adding another to the 
many industries of Mexico, kindling 
into strange activity at the 
time. Mr. Crankshaw is associated 
with some other Americans in this 
novel enterprise and they anticipate 
good returns, given the limitiess sup- 
ply of salt, the cheapness of labor, the 
ease with which the produce can be 
mined and the contiguity to a fair 
port for shipment. So solid is the de- 
postt that it almost amounts to a 
quarry proposition in many places on 
the island. 
Old Mother Nature is the manufac- 
turer on Carmen island, The art of man 
is not called into requisition, except 
for the transportation of the fast-ac- 
cumulating salt. Nature furnishes 
the ilow-sweeping dunes of sand 
through which the ocean forces its 
briny waters into legoons of pure 
crystalline salt, fed underground. 
With a nicoty all her own, Nature 
coaxes the lapping waters of the Pa- 
cific, sitts them through the sands, 
each grain ting to screen the 
water; out of the silt and sleve and 
through the purifying sands, the salt 
finally reaches mland, and for layer 
‘after layer of purest salt along the 
caking banks of the saline lagoons. 
When Mr. Bothin, the enterprising 
Californian, bought the island. he says

Mr. George Sterling is a hot-house 
poet. I say this with regret after 
reading his: bbok for, from occasional 
things of his which appeared in the 
magazines, I had gathered hope that 
the West was gbing to supply this 
country with a poet. | sie 

It is difficult to believe that the 
same man wrote all the poems in the 
book before me, They express a 
heterogeneity of viewpoints on lite 
that contradict and baffle one another. 
I cannot tell if Mr. Sterling is a pagan 
or a puritan, a Nietzschean or an al- 
truist, an esthete or a plebeian, a senti- 
mentalist or a sensualist. Perhaps the 
poet himself does not know. Perhaps 
he has no homogeneity of nature, no 
definite philosophy. There is Rossetti 
in one poem and Longfellow in an- 
other; there is Poe on one page and 
Willis on the next. There is no unity 
of thought or of idea; Mr. Sterling is 
a reflection of a multiplicity of ideas 
garnered through reading. This is 
what I mean by his being hot house.”

in spots. On page 77 he writes of 
walking by a graveyard, and : 
“Within its gates I heard the sound 
Of winds in cypress caverns caught, 


Of huddiing trees that moaned, and 
sought 
To whisper what their roots had 
found.” 


Any one who can write as remark- 
able a stanza as that is not to be 
brushed aside as a poetaster. His 
work is full of these flashes of genius 
—these striking, truly poetic coups. 
His sonnets. as a whole, are work- 
manlike and well-moulded, although 
I find much ambiguity of term in 
them. Pithimess and conciseness are 
necessary ingredients in good poetry. 
When Mr. Sterling has defined him- 
self, has thought more deeply, has 
analyzed emotions more keenly—when 
he has given over meaningless chit- 
chat, however pretty, to ideas which 
will carry in themselves a beauty be- 
yond the pleasing beauty of their dic- 
tion, there will be no reason why he 
should not write excellent poetry.

A Nature Poet. 

THE POEMS OF ARTHUR CHRISTOPHER 
BENSON. John Lane, The Bodley Head, 
New York. 

Those fastidious and sensitively-con- 
stituted people who make much of 
interesting titles, and love the happily 
chosen names of poems, will meet with 
keen disappointment in Mr. Benson's 
book. I suppose, however, that this 
poet had no great choice in the mat- 
ter. If he writes a poem on a gen- 
tian or a grasshopper or a hawk, it 
conventionally» follows that the poem 
will be named “The Gentian” or “The 
Grasshopper’ or “The Hawk.” This 
is the exact way things stand 1 e- 
gard to A. C. Benson. The result is 
his table of contents resembles closely 
a botanical and entomological diction- 


ary. 

Mr. Benson has studied nature. He 
is no dilettante on the subject of 
bugs, birds or shrubbery; he knows 
what he is talking about. One might 
justly think he was a botanist turned 
poet; an ethnologist given over to 
song. He knows the names of all the 
fowers/he encounters; the habits and 
names also of birds and insects are 
as clear to him as to the naturalist. 
But it is not with the objective and 
cold scientific mood of the botanist 
that he enumerates and describes the 
nature life about him: he has a deep 
and tender poetic feeling for nature;

Ase far as I 
can see, he has not definite “outlook on 
life” (pardon me, G. K. C.;) he is 
without a doctrine or a philosophy; 
he touches life with a fleeting, ephem-. 
eral finger, flitting from the nasturtium 
to the thistledown with the calm, un- 
thinking indifference of the bee. Un- 
like the bee, however, Mr. Benson has 
the unfortunate habit of attaching 
morals to his poems. To him a moral 
is the only real climax of any signifi- 
cant consequence. For me, much of 
his otherwise enjoyable verse is spoiled 
by his insatiable appetite for preach- 
ing. | 

I suspect Mr. Benson of thinking 
superficially, sometimes of thinking 
not at all. I suspect him, also, of 
having no great capacity for emotiona! 
enthusiasm. He is lulled away to a 
brooding semi by a cul- 
tured self-sufficiency. But all the time 


he is the artist—the perfect, delicately- 


balanced artist; a superficial realist, 
perhaps, but always an artist. 

As for his craftsmanship, the only 
adjective that comes to me now is 
impeccable. It is too impeccable, 
however. ‘Dictionally, he is cultured 
to a degree of monotonous perfection. 
His style is as pure as that of any 
poet I know. Metrically, he is flaw- 
less; stin“ there is but little music in 
his poems. He is fluent, occasionally 
colorful, and at all times pleasing.

MISS SUSAN GLASPELL. 
Some weeks ago I reviewed “The 
Glory of the Conquered,” by 
Glaspell, a name unfamiliar to me. 80 
good was the workmahship: so ma- 
tured was its diction: so much lit-

—that I asked, “Who is Susan Glas- 
pell?” I have since found out, that 
she is, indeed, a new writer: and I 
predict a brilliant future for her if 
she but ignore the demands of pub- 
lishers and write for herself. 
Davenport, Iowa, is her home city. 
She was graduated from Drake Uni- 
versity, in Des Motnes.. The day after 
commencement she went on the staff 
of a Des Moines newspaper as a polit- 
ical reporter.

The nervous drain of a teachers 
duties is recognized by the editor of 
one of the medical journals who in a 
recent article calls attention to the 
neurasthenia affecting the school 
teachers of New York. He says: “One 
of the most startling facts as to our 
public schools is the recent revelation 
of the large percentage of retired 
teachers in New York City who have 
neurasthenia recorded as the cause of 
their disability. If there is anything 
which unfits one for managing chil- 
dren it is neurasthenia. Even babies 
are excited or soothed as their nurse 
is nervous or phlegmatic. 

“The cause of the teachers’ neuras- 
thenia is obscure when we reflect that 
teaching is the natural life of woman, 
who has developed a genius for manag- 
ing children, as well as the result of 
the cvolution of ages. None the less, it 
is a nervous strain. Nothing is harder 
to bear than the noise of other peo- 
ple's children. Much may be due to 
imprceper food and too much light in 
the sechoolrooms also.”
